On December 18, 2007, the Commission granted the request of NPCR, Inc. d/b/a 

Nextel Partners (“Nextel Partners”) to adopt the currently effective interconnection 

agreement between BellSouth Telecommunications, lnc. d/b/a AT&T Kentucky, Inc. 

(“AT&T Kentucky”) and Sprint Communications Company Limited Partnership, Sprint 

Communications Company L.P., Sprint Spectrum L.P. On December 21, 2007, AT&T 

Kentucky filed a motion for reconsideration of the Commission’s Order. Nextel filed a 

response to the motion on January 3, 2008. Having considered AT&T Kentucky’s 

motion and Nextel’s response, the Commission finds that it needs additional time to 

consider and address the parties’ arguments. 

Accordingly, the Commission HEREBY ORDERS that AT&T Kentucky’s motion 

for reconsideration is granted for the purpose of allowing the Commission additional 

time in which to address the parties’ arguments.
